It was discovered that at about three 
o'clock Tuesday afternoon, she was seen

With the exception of a few new 
clews which the police are investigat- 
ing, the disappearace of Mrs. John 
Hemmen, is as far Irom a solution as 
ever. 

Mrs. Dan Rogers, wife of 'a news 
agent* in the Northwestern depot fur- 
nished a clew which may result in the 
search being transferred to an entirely 
different locality. Heretofore the 
■search has been north of Waukegan be- 
cause' all the clews seemed to point in 
that direction. 

The woman sat down in the waiting 
room for a, time and Mrs, Rogers lost 
interest In her. She did not see her go 
out. One thing is quite certain how- 
over-if the woman was Mrs, Hemmen 
she must have taken a train in the dir- 
ection of Chicago for there was no 
northbound train for two hours. The 
police are seeking to trace the move- 
ment4_of the woman rn question. 

Several auto loads of policemen, fire- 
men and private citizens went to Beach 
about four miles north of Waukegan, 
where they searched the shanties oc- 
cuppied by Italian section hands. The 
laborers professed not to have seen thp 
missing woman. There are hundreds 
of searchers still out. 

Mr. Hemmen recelved-a clew which 
he considered of sufilcient value to look 
up. This took him north to Waukejgan, 
He left without saying just what the 
clew is. . ^ 

Mr. Hemmen refuses to believe' his 
wife is dead and is determined to con- 
tinue the search until he finds her. 

The search for Mrs, Hemmen took a 
new angle on Sunday when the husband 
accompanied by,B. A. Munaon, head of 
the Waukegan business college and 
president of the Y. M. C. A., went to 
Chicago' to go through every hospital 
in city in the possible chance that Mrs. 
Hemmen may bo in one of them/ The 
search.of the hospitals was started up- 
on the suggestion of Assistant Chief of 
Police Tyrrell who said that possibly 
the missing woman might haye been 
picked up In a state of temporary de* 
mentia and have been taken to one of 
the hospitals for trootment- He said 
it was possible also that she might 
have been hurt and isbeing cared for 
in some hospital or sanitarium and'tha't 
she has not yet been able to make her 
identity known.:

CHRISTOFER TRIEGER 
DJES AT HIS HOME 

IN GRASS LAKE 

After an illness of about two months 
Mr. Christofer Trieger passed away at 
his home at Grass Lake on Tuesday 
afternoon of this week. Although well 
advanced In age his health has been un- 
usually good for one of his years until 
the present winter when- he developed 
acase of acute stomach trouble which 
resulted In his death. 

The deceased was born In the King- 
dom of Prussia, Provinence of Saxony, 
on the Sixth day of March, 183-1, and 
was 80 years ond 19 days at the time of 
his death. There he grew to man- 
hood, and when having arrived at the 
required age enlisted In the service of 
his country. 

In 18G4 he served in the German 
army through the war with Denmark. 
In 1866 he airaln went under fire and 
served during the Austrian war and 
again In IBTO-Tl he served In the Franco- 
Prussian war, and among his most cher- 
ished possessions to the present day are 
numbered the three medals for bravery 
that were presented to him, one at the 
close of each war 

In the Fatheriand he married, and 
there his children were born. In the 
year of 1832 the family came to 
America and settled at Grass Lake 
from which place he never removed. On 
the 26th day of May, 1896. his life's 
partner was taken from him by death, 
and after a few years he again married. 
His wife together with the following 
children, survive him. One daughter 
Mrs, Emma Waters, of Chicago, and 
three sons. Barney of Grass Lake, Gus 
of Chicago, and Robert of Norwood 
Park, The next to the youngest son 
Ernest died about three years ago and 
the whereabouts of the youngest son, 
Albert, Is unknown. 

The funeral services are to be held 
at 2 o'clock this (Thursday) afternoon 
at the home, with Rev. Stixrud In 
charge. The burial will be in the 
Grass Lake cemetery.

makes It work. 

Feels Responsibility Keenly. 
"I am not aware of having any de- 
tachable apparatus Inside of me. On 
the contrary, If I were to Interpret my- 
fioir. I would say that my constant 
embarrassment Is to retain the emo- 
tions that nro Inside of mo. 

"You may not believe It, but I some- , 
times feel liko a fire from a far fronJ I 
extinct volcano, and if tho lava does 
not seem to spill over It Is because 
you aro not high enough to see Into 
tho basin and see tho caldron boll. Be- 
cause, truly, gentlemen. In the posi- 
tion which I occupy there la a sort of

Always Eager to Get Advice.

"Tho machine Is so much greater 
than himself, tho olllce la so much 
greater than himaelf; tho ofllco Is ao 
much greater than ho can ever be. and 
tho most he can do Is to look grave 
enough and solf-poaaGsaed enough to 
aeem to fill It. 

"I can hardly refrain every now and 
again from tipping tho public the 
wink, as much aa to say. *It Is only 
me that ta Inside this thing. I know 
that 1 will havo to get out presently. 
I know that then I will look Just my

"Now. If I wore free, I would come 
not InfrequenUy up to these rooms. 
You know I never was In Washington 
but a very few hours until I came laet 
year and I never expect to aco tho 
Inside of Uio public buildings In Wash- 
ington until ray term Is over, 

"The mlnuto I turn up anywhere, 
I am personally conducted to beat the 
band.

AMERICAN BANKER HAS SOMETHING TO LEARN 



Berlin, Germany. — ^"Somo of ub 
rubes aro laughlns a Uttlo at the 
bankers/' said a succcesful farmer to 
us before wo left the stales. "We 
have actually farmed succeBsfully for 
years, have studied farming In agri- 
cultural colleges. XVo think we know 
our business fairly well. It's certain* 
ly funny to read speeches by bank- 
ers telling us how to farm. I have 
como to the conclusion that the bank- 
ers know so Uttlo about farm loans 
that they would do better to study' 
and discuss their own business than 
to try to teach us ours." And we 
hare concluded that there Is somo 
force Id what tlio farmer says. 

The American Bankers' associa- 
tion and thirty state bank associa- 
tions are actively promoting agricul- 
tural advancement. The work under- 
taken by them Includes soil Burveys, 
experiments with fertilizers, hiring ex- 
perts to make practical demonstration 
upon the farm, education In road mat- 
ters, and so on indeOnltely. The bank- 
era ore duplicating what tlio federal 
agricultural department Is doing, 
,what every agricultural college Is do- 
ing, and what every farmer's institute 
Is doing. They are going Into the 
flcid of production which la Important 
but which after all Is one In which 
the farmer remarked, "one is led to 
think that the bankers of the country 
have unanimously concluded that they 
know their own business so thor- 
oughly that their elevating educa- 
tional Instincts can get .opportunity 
for expression only by dolhg mission- 
ary work among us lowly farmers and 
elevating this Ignorant class to their 
own high plane of intelligence.'* 



Worst Banking for Farmers. 

We have been going through Eur- 
ope accompanied by agricultural ex- 
perts; We have talked with leaders 
In agrlculturo In several countries. 
We have read bulletins and booka ga- 
lore on agricultural methoda abroad. 
We consulted government specialists. 
We have seen and heard and studied 
about all the most scientific up-to- 
date farming methods. But neither 
the experts with us nor we ourselves 
have been able to recall a single Idea 
on agricultural production that Is not 
being more or less widely worked out 
in America by these lowly farmers 
whom the bankers are so. benevolent- 
ly and condescendingly Inatructlng. 
On the other hand so far aa wa can 
discover the United States Is the only 
country In the.clvlUxed world where 
banking methods have not been In 
any degree adjusted to the needs of 
tho farmer. Sometimes over here In 
Europe the joint stock bank does the 
work. More often It Is a co-operative 
credit bank that loans to farmers. 

But some bank stands ready tp 
meet tho farmers' needs everywhere; 
except in the United States. In 
America, as nowhere else, tho banker 
takes the terms calculated to accom- 
modate the city merchant and, finan- 
ciers and Inflicts theni upon the pro- 
testing farmer. Sixty and ninety day 
loans are just what are needed In the 
city, but they are of no possible use to 
the farmer. A' merchant pr commla- 
Bion man gets hla returns promptly 
and can meet ninety day paper, at 
maturity. But tho farmer cannot buy 
calves or pigs and fatten themi tnar- 
ket them, and get returns short of a 
much longer period. . Tho rural boi^ 
rower who Investfl the borrowed 
money in seeds or fertilizers cannot 
hope to reallro upon hla Investment 
short of s^x or eight months. It U 
■ not so much a Queatlon of Inlerest 
as of terms and methods. In many 
localities Interest rates are fair. In 
some places Interest on farm loans Is 
too high. But it Is true everywhere 
In America that the bankers stub- 
bornly refuse to the farmer the sort 
of loans which ho needs. And the 
banker who sits, behind the cashier's 
desk writing speeches- about better 
farming, drops his facile pen .long 
enough to crowd down the throat of 
■omo farmer patron who should have- 
- an eight months loan, a three months 
loon, which is as apt to cripple as 
to, help him. 



How tho man on the farm can bor- 
row money advantageously and eco- 
nomically is an Important question. 
It may not bo so Important as good 
marketing but It la Important enough. 
His loan should be on terms which 
meet his occupation and his financial 
resources. If he cannot got these 
terras, from hla banker ho will 
naturally try to get them elsewhere. 
The question is will the banker force 
him to seek loans elsewhere, or will 
ho meet the needs of the farmer. 
There Is little doubt that the banker 
could give longer time on safe per- 
sonal paper. There Is little doubt 
that ho could arrange for long time 
real estate mortgages. When a farmer 
borrows to buy a farm 'and gives a 
mortgage for the loan there Is no rea- 
son why it should not be a long time 
amortization mortgage permitting re- 
payment in annual or semi-annual 
payments extending over ten, twelve 
or twenty years. 

Gilt Edge Security. 
A good first mortgage on real estate 
running for a considerable period of 
time Is recognized the world over as 
n.gllt edged loan. Financiers are ac- 
customed to advlso It as the safest In- 
vestment for trustees, widows and 
others who aro not able to pass upon 
the character of miscellaneous invest- 
men Is. 

Tho president of one of the great 
life insurance companies makes the 
statement that his company In Its his- 
tory of forty-six ye&rs has loaned 
$133,838,549.44 to 75,102 farmers, se- 
cured by mortgage on 11,462,363 acres, 
the average loan being |1,782. The 
net loss after paying all costs, fees, 
assessments and penalty interest 
rates was fourteen-hundredtfas of one 
per cent. This Is substantially the 
history of all properly organized farm 
land mortgage business. Somo $600,- 
000,000 In farm mortgages are carried 
by our life Insurance companies — an 
amount equal to 35 per cent of the 
total farm mortgages sho'v^n by the 
census. 

If a farm loan for three -years is a 
■good loan, ono for ten or fifteen or 
twenty years' Is good, too, -but no 
American bank makes these long 
loans. WhyT We have never been 
able to get any adequate answer to 
this question. The general response 
Is an unsatisfactory one, *'It Isn't good 
banking to make such long farm 
loans," which Is another way of say- 
ing what we have said before, that 
the city banker will not mioet tlie 
needs of tho farmer borrower.. . V 
There seems to be therefore no rea- 
son why this fact that a long time 
farm loan is a gilt edged loan should 
not be taken Into account in fixing the 
Interest It Is not possible that the 
luterest on these loans should be near 
the rate which Is received upon bonds, 
either municipal or industrial. The 
city banker will Investigate fully the 
Integrity and earning capacity of 
every factory that wants a loan. Is 
there any reason why the American 
banker should not put himself in a 
position to Investigate the honesty and 
earning capacity . of the farmer; who 
needs money, thus permitting him to 
capitalize hla character as do bankers 
abroad? On the -whole after looking 
over the situation at home and abroad 
It Is not surprising that tho farmer 
sometlnaes suggests that bankers 
might well study their own activities 
rather than to be butting In upon the 
farmer's buslneas. 

Over hero in Germany the bankers 
were formerly as slow as those of 
America are. now to meet this demand 
for rural credit. So co-operative 
credit came and It came to stay. It 
does tho work -and It does it well. 
Tho question that Is up In America 
Is simply a question as to whether or 
not the American banker is going to 
insist that tho American farmer solve 
his own dlfllcultles or whether he. 
the banker Is going to solve It for him 
and be his financial backer, 

Mortoaflo Loan's In Qerm'any. 
A co-operative loan on long mort- 
gages Is no new experiment. ; One 
hundred and forty years ago the 
Laudschoften were organized in Pru»- 



sta. A war like period culminating In 
the Seven Years* War had reduced j 
tho greater part of PniBHln to a pUl* 
able stale of devastation. The own- 
ers of largo cntntofl which had borne 
the brunt of the war chnrges were 
poverty stricken. Hence In 1769 
Frederick 11 lasuod a royal decree en- 
abling these owners of large landed 
estates to secure capital noccsHary to 
revive their agricultural interests by 
joining together In securing a co-op- 
erative loan. While at first tliesc 
loans wore granted to only tho own- 
ers of the large estate this system 
was afterwards adapted so that the 
smaller land owner could profit by It 
The owner who wlshcH to secure a 
loan gives a mortgage to the aasocia- 
tlon. He Is required to pay interest 
at the rate of from three and a half 
to four per cent and may borrow up 
to two-thirds of the value of his 
farm. This valuation Is arrived at by 
capitalizing tho Income which he can 
get off from It 

It Is characteristic of European 
finance that the form values aro fixed 
largely by consideration of the actual 
earning capacity of each farm. Appar- 
ently tho prico which a neighboring 
farm may bring has little' to do with 
the value which Is placed upon any 
particular, farm. The theory Is and 
It seems to be sound, that the value 
of the farm Is not so much where It 
Ilea as It la what will It earn. 

When the association has a group 
of these mortgages It pledges them 
by a trust deed, and Issues a series 
of bonds Bccured by the pledge of 
the mortgages. Thcso bonds are then 
sold and usually bear an Interest of 
from three to three and one-half per 
cent The association not only pledges 
the association Itself so that In a 
sense every member of tho associa- 
tion is back of the bonds. These 
bonds h'avo always brought a good 
price even In the most dlfllcult times 
financially. 

The mortgage given by the land 
owner Is not duo at the end of a cer- 
tain number of years, at which time 
the entire principal must be paid as 
are American farm mortgages. In- 
stead they run for from twenty to 
sixty years with an agreement incor- 
porated into the mortgage that each 
year tho farmer shall pay a certain 
sum of money which shall Include In- 
terest and a small installment upon 
the principal. , In this way the mort- 
gagor gradually pays off bis mortgage 
paying little more than the amount 
which would in America be required 
as interest alone. The chief advantage 
to the farmer is In this fact that he 
la allowed to pay off the loan by mak- 
ing small annual or semi-annual pay- 
ments. OtheV advantages are that ho 
win never have, to renew the mort- 
gage which will continue to run until 
the payments have cleared the farm 
of the debt; he will never be com- 
pelled to pay any renewal commis- 
sion, and will never havo to go to the 
expense of bringing down hix title or 
having it examined every two years, 
as is done under our American sys- 
tem. 

Relffeson and Schulze-Delltzsch. 
The Relffeson and Schulze-Delltzsch 
banks are smaller community Institu- 
tions, organized upon the co-operative 
plan, and arc not operated for profit 
to the Investor. Helfl^eson banks op- 
erate more particularly In the coun< 
try while the Schulze-Delltzsch banks 
operate largely. In urban communities. 
The Relffeson is tho most pur^ly\ co- 
operative. While the Relffeson banks 
loan money for a long period of time 
they do not generally loon for so long 
a period of time as do the Land- 
schaften. They receive deposits from 
their members, paying them Interest 
OS do savings banks. The one at 
Cassel, Germany, which can be taken 
as a, .fair representative of its type 
chargea 6% per cent on short tlmo 
loans. They pay 4% per cent on de- 
posits, which aro left with them for 
an agreed long period of time, and 
4 per cent on deposits left for a 
shorter time. It Is found, however, 
that the rate of Interest varies in dif- 
ferent places. Since these banks must 
meet the competition of the joint 
stock and savings banks in each com- 
munity. They generally are able to 
compete successfully for the reason 
their expenses are very light their 
pfhcers usually serving without salary 
and since they do not wish to make 
any largo profits to pay off any In- 
vestors as do the other banks. 

Qd Slow. 
The best rural credit system in the 
world, if actually In operation would 
not prove a cure-all for our present 
rural ailments, ilt would not get you 
anywhere. The farmer who has ne- 
gotiated a loan upon the most favor- 
able terms has made no actual -ad- 
vance. He Is just where he was be- 
fore. If I am running a losing busi- 
ness the more money I borrow the 
worse off '1 am. If I am not produo- 
Ing a good product which I can mar- 
ket readily and profitably, the less I 
put Into my business the better. Rural 
credit without good farming and good 
marketing Is a delusion and a snare. 
1 Easily obtained loans are no substi- 
tutes for brains and business sense 
and a marketing system. 

Rural credit can do just one thing. 
It can enablo a man* to get possession 
of a farm and tho equipment with 
which to farm. If tho farming busi- 
ness Into which the loan launches him 
Is not a paying business the loan has 
simply injured him by getting him 
Into a losing venture. I said, a loan 
-will; enable him to get possession ot 
a farm and equipment. This posses- 
sion la temporary and will bo of no 
permanent advantage unlossbe makoa 
tho land and equipment his own by re- 
paying the loan and of his honeBt and 
hard won earning. After all It Is rural 
earnings which spell success and good 
marketing conditions whether co-op- 
erative or otherwiso are axi absoluto 
essential.

City and Outposts Are 
After Fight That 
taats Throughout 
the Day. 




Knplo P:iK8, Tex,, .March 25. — Ameri- 
can KoUIIors and .Moxlcun federtils 
engnfifM In a biUtlo on Monday at Mc- 
Coo CroHBins. three miles above Del 
Hlo, on the llio Grando, In which sev- 
ernl federal Holdlers aro reported 
killed. A patrol Irom P troop of the 
I'^ourtconlh cavalry returned tho fire 
of iho Mexicans ncroHS the Rio Orando 
and for ten minutes tho Hhootlng con- 
llnuerl. One of tho Americans was 
Injured. 

Forty conBtltutlonaltBt soldiers had 
been cut off by tho federals on the 
river hank. After fighting for nearly 
half an hour, tho constltutionallats 
tried to cross the river and surrender 
to the American troops. The federals 
continued flring at the constltullonal- 
iBtfl in tho water and even after they 
hod reached the American bank and 
surrendered. 

The commander of the American 
cavnlrj'men signaled repeatedly for 
thp federals to cea-se firing, but his 
signals were dlsregardofl. Finally he 
ordered his men to return the fire. 

A number of federals were carried 
away after the firing ceased. Colonel 
Sibley haa ordered ono troop of cav- 
alry from Fort Clark and the machine- 
gun platoon from Englo Pass to pro- 
ceed to Del Rto. 

OfllclalB at Washington approved 
tho action taken by the United Slates 
troops on the border. 

Juarez, Mex., March 25.— Gen. Man- 
uel Chao announced that he had re- 
ceived a niessaBo from General Villa 
on Monday stating that the general 
attack on Torrcon had begun and that 
he expected to bo in possession of 
Gomez Palacio, four miles from the 
center of the city, by nightfall. 

Kl Paso, Tex.. March 25.— Hugh L. 
Scott commanding tho United States 
troops here, has received Information 
from Del Rio, Tex., to the effect that 
Mexican federals fired on the United 
States cavalry stationed there. The 
troopers. accordluK to the report, re- 
turned the fire, killing six Mexican sol- 
diers. 

BermallUo, Mexico. March 2r».— The 
long-expected battle of Torreon is on. 
General Vllla'a big guns on Monday 
began tho bombardment of the Mexi- 
can federals* stronghold, hurling 
shells into Gomez Palacio and tho 
suburbs of Torreon. 

All tho nortliern outposts of Tor- 
reon, with the exception of Gomez 
Palacio and Lerdo. were captured by 
Gencrnl Villa In a daring attack that 
brought the constitutionalist army 
within nine miles of the beleaguered 
city. 

Tile constitutionalists have been buc- 
coRsfuI in every skirmish with the fed- 
eral outposts. Morethnn ono hundred 
federals have been killed, while Villa 
declares his own command has lost 
only a few wounded. 

nronwsvUle. Tex., March 25,— A bat- 
tle between constitutionalists and fed- 
erals was reported in progress at 
Mler, Mex., opposite the Texas border, 
about one hundred miles northwest of 
•I^rcdo. This report came from con- 
Btltutionallst ofnclals at .Matamoras. 
opposite here. 



Ground Broken for the Great Lincoln IVIemorial! 







WASIIINGTON.— Ground was broken February 12 for the great memorial 
which Is to bo erected In Washington to Lincoln. As would have pleased 
tho great president, the utmost simplicity marked the breaking of tho ground. 

The day was the one hundred and; 
fifth anniversary of Uncoln's birth. 
There wns no blare of trumpets, na 
pounding of drums and no burat of 
artillery salutes. The resident mem; 
bors of tho IJncoIn memorial comml 
slon, accompanied by Henry Bacon, 
deoignor of the memorial;' M. P. 
Comer, Toledo, O., the contractor, and 
Col. W. W. Hart engineer commis- 
sioner in charge of public bulldlngH- 
and grounds, met on the spot down 
on tho "made" ground by the Po- 
tomac, and all removed a few spades of earth, and that was all the rites thero 
were. 

Of course, there were camera fiends and rcpresentatlveB of all great mov- 
ing picture firms In the country, making films of the epoch-making Incident 
It was a freezing day. with a biting wind, but everybody stood with bared 
heads as tho first few spadefuls of earth wore turned. There were a few men 
and women of the common people, whom Lincoln loved, there to see Uie per-f 
formanco, but only a few — probably not over 20 In all. 

Before beginning to turn the earth, former United States Senator Black- 
burn, who has been appointed chairman of the commission in place of the latd 
Senator Cullom, made a short apooch, opening tho exercises. 

"This great memorial will show that I^Incoln Ib now regarded as the great- 
est of all Amerlcan.9," said Senator Blackburn, "and ho is so h61d by the 
South as well as by the North. Today we let the country know that thl« grea* 
■work baa been begun and will bo carried on steadily until Its completion." 

Tho site Is on tl*e direct lino with the monument to Washington and the 
capltol and within easy view of tlie gates of Arlington, which It Is planned 
to connect with the memorial by a memorial bridge. 

Government Clerks Just as Selfisli as Others , 

GOVERNMENT clerks are just as selfish as any other body of people thai 
can bo got together. Thry have been howling for years for a retirement 

law, which will make provisions for retirement at a certain age on one-half or 
two-thirds of their salary, and the

manding increased salaries all along 
the line. The pure selfishness of this 
United Staten Civil Service associa- 
tion shows In tho fact that the clerks 
aro unable to get together on any on^ 
suggestion for retirement Scores of 
the younger clerks object to the 
monthly asseasment plan for the pur- 
pose of securing an endowment fund 
on which aged clerks may be retired. 

Youth Is always hopeful, and these younger clerks think that they will leave 
the government aervlce long before the retirement ago is reached, and tlien 
all the money that had been automatically taken from their monthly salaries 
would be lost to them. And they are strcnuouBly opposed— those younger 
clerks are — to supporting In Idleness any of the aged clerks, who could be im- 
mediately retired on part pay if such an endowment fund was established. 
Their selfishness Is really what Is retarding the passage of the retirement bill. 
Ono of the finest examples of what may be accomplished without fooling 
any real loss of salary is shown In the United States Soldiers' home. This 
home, established in General Scott's time, just after the Mexican war. by an 
indemnity fund from Mexico, which nobody knew what to do with, Is today; 
tho most magnificent piece of property In the District of Columbia. It can 
shelter over 5.000 men without crowding. It has magnificent white ^narble 
buildings with marble floors and walls, white marble auditorium and theater, 
a magnificent llbrarj* building, a just as magnificent administration building, 
with a most beautiful cottage for the administration ofilcials, great conserva- 
tories and herds of the very finest milch cows— In fact, everything on earth 
that the heart can wish for. and all done by simply reserving a small sum of 
12 cents a month from every enlisted man's pay. 
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NOTED EDUCATOR SLAYS SELF 

Ex-Prof. H. T. Peck of Columbia 

Faced Suit by Woman — Divorced 

Wife Nursed Htm. 

Stamford, Conn.. March 25.— Harry 
Thurston Peck, a former professor ot 
Columbia university, committed sui- 
cide on Monday at a rooming house 
hore by shooting In the head with a 
revolver. Doctor Peck was a writer 
of note and for 28 years was profes- 
sor of ancient languages at Columbia. 
Ho left the Institution more than 
three years ago In consequence of un- 
pleasant notoriety Incident to a breach 
of promise suit for $50,000 brought 
against hira by Esther Qunn, a Btenog- 
rapher. In March. 1912, Miss Qulnn's 
suit was dismissed as Ineufilclcnt 
Lator she filed another action, which 
was ponding at tho time of his death. 
Doctor PeckMropped but of sight after 
his retirement from Columbia and did 
not come before the public eye until 
April of last year, when he became 
critically ill nt Ithaca, N. Y., suffering 
with a nervous breakdown. His life 
was despaired of until his divorced 
wife, Cornelia D. Peck, wont to the 
hospital and administered to him. 

The second Mrs. Peck found no ob- 
jection to the ministrations of the di- 
vorced wife; in 'fact both worked to- 
gether for the professor's recovery.

Fertilizing Crop. 

If tho aim 1b to get clover and 
grass on a tlitn soil it Is often a good 
plan to break tho ground the preced- 
ing aprlng and to grow a fertilizing 
crop during tho summer that can be 
cultivated and then disked Into the 
Rurfaco Bol). When cowpcas can be 
grown they are excellent for the pur- 
pose. •' 

On very thin land I have Kotton the 
finest clover aod In this way, says a 
writer In an exchange. Expensive 
way? Bomeono asks. Well, any way 
of covering thin soil with a heavy 
clover sod la not Inexpensive. I like 
the plan. The tillage kllla weed seeds 
and frees fertility. The vines are 
chopped In the surface before they be- 
come tough. The humus Is Just where 
It is needed, and the soil Is firm. 

If one prefers, rape may t>e aown 
the 1st of September, and then the 
land fitted for clover In the aprlng 
without the plow. Leave the vege- 
table matter at the eurface. Or tim- 
othy may bo sown In the fall and clo- 
ver added In the spring. Or wheat 
ipay bo seeded and clover In the 
Bprlng.

Fish Hatchery for Spring Grove 

A state fish hatchery for Spring. 
Grove is now an assured thing, ofHcials 
In the employ of the state fish and game 
commission having definitely decided 
upon that villageas a sultabW location 
and papers v/ere drawn Tuesday for the 
lease by the state of about forty acres 
owned by the Wieland Dairy company 
as a site for the hatchery. The land, 
formerly a sloueh, was made into an 
artificial lake -by the Wieland company 
and was flooded each fall from Nipper- 
sink creek to supply Ice for the com- 
pany's milk plant. The lake will be 
used as the main pond and smulter ponds 
will be made in the northwest corner 
of the plot for hatching purposes. 

The ponds will all be fed from Nip- 
persink creek. The state plans to 
dredge the lake and make It much 
deeper than at present. The term of 
the leas* made with the Wieland Dairy 
company is for five years and at the 
e.xpirntion of the term the state has the 
privilege of extending the lease five 
years longer if the extension is desired.

All tubera showlnc discoloration pf 
the flesh should be rejected^ 

Purity of seed stock Is an essential 
quality of (ood seed. Serious losses 
are sustained by the grower through 
mixtures. 

A more liberal use of seed will gen* 
erally result In both Increased produc- 
tion and proQL 

The use of hlgherade seed would 
Increaso tho returns from the potato 
crop of the country by many mllllona 
of dollars. 

"A good storago place Is essential In 
order to Insure sound, firm seed at 
planting time.

clently Moist to Pulverize Nicely 

—Plowed Land Readily 

Absorbs Rainfall. 

(By n. G. -WEATHERaTONE.) 
The pride of every good plowman Is 
a straight, well-turned furrow; and yet 
Its BtralghCnesa la but a small part of 
Its merit Its true merit Is measured 
by its depth, the manner In which it 
le turned and the way in which It Ilea. 
When properly turned, It will, present 
a loosely pulverized and completely 
Inverted furrow-slice that leaves be- 
hind a furrow of sufficient depth, even 
In the bottom, and clean cut In every 
part 

With land that Is to be put Into crop 
Boon after plowing, as In the case of 
aprlng plowing, It Is very Important 
that the ground, If possible, be suffi- 
ciently moist to pulverise- nicely, and 
that each day'a plowing shall be har- 
rowed at once. Working the furrow- 
slice Immediately after plowing. pul-

Hence It Is Im* 
porUnt that the plow be properly 
eQulpped, and the furrow-sUce so 
turned that all organld matter will bo 
completely turned under, at auch a 
depth that tho harrow and' the culll* 
valor will scarcely be troubled with,lt 
afterward.

Superintendent of Schools . Showt 
What Can Be Done In Way of Pro- 
viding Valuable; ln8t(:uctlon 
"for the Country Lads.'

It haa falloh to the lot of Colea 
county, one of tho most fertile coun- 
ties of the N'neteentli congroBelonal 
district, to furnish a county Buperin- 
tendont with foroalght enough to real- 
ize one of the greatest problems of 
rural education. 

Each year wo find our county boards 
of flupervlaors more awake to tho 
heeds of country folk who get their 
Hvlng from, tho farmfl. It has often 
happened that, through tho medium 
of an earnest, consclentlouB auporln- 
tendent of Bchools, auch as W. Kd. 
Millar, n part of tho tax money is 
diverted from- tho usual channeln to 
tho interest of baya nnd girls living In 
the open country who may never see 
the Inaldo of a high school, much leas 
the college of agriculture bo gener- 
ously provided for their bonoflt. - 

noallzing a rGBponslblllty to these 
hoys and ' glria beyond the ordinary 
limits of his offlco, Mr. Millar easily 
persuaded his county board that there 
was a number of boys who would be 
glnd of an opportunity to study for 
two weeks, if only tho InHtructors and 
clnsa-roonM wore provided. The board 
at once liccepted tho situation nnd 
the Jury-room of tho court house, flllod 
with seats, waa gladly offered and an 
Instructor In the person of Boscoo 
Fnrrar of Humboldt, a graduate of our 
college of agriculture, procured for a 
aerlea of lectures. Mr. I'-^irrar. a prod- 
net of Coles county.- with experience 
In teaching agronomy In one of the 
California collogefl. Is a farmer of 
large acres and a splendid hand with 
boys. 

Tlilrty-six boya from the aeventh to 
tho tenth grade registered for this 
course nnd listened Intently with note- 
book.s In hand to dally programs made 
»P from tho following topics:

CROPS IN OTHER COUNTRIES 

Universal Decline In Yield Noted Ex- 
cept Where Plant Food Is Rs- 
turned to the Soil. 

By H. A. M'KEENE, 
Secretary llUnoU Farmers' Institute. 
Kuaslas wheat yield for 20 years 
has averaged only B% bushels per 
a<:re, with the ground lying fallow 
every third year and a famine every 
flvo years. . 

Tho average farm lands of New 
England, Now York, Virginia and oth- 
or eastern statca have mari:edly do- 
creased In productive power and 
value. Thousands of axrcs wlUiIn 100 
miles of Wnahlngton. D. C, once 
worUj UO to »75 on 'acre, are now 
abandoned for agriculture. The east 
frequently Bpends ^2 to »20 per acre 
for plant food to kotfp up Its solla. 

Wheat In England nveragea 32 bush- 
ols per acre, but England Imports four 

plf.^H w /"""=*' ^Iieat as she produces. 
i^ngMsh farmers use several hundred 
thousand tons of commercial plant 
food annually, 

Belgium Imports flvo times as much 
Wheat as she produces and qunntiUei 
of com and oil cako. 

Gormany conaumes neariy twice as 
much wheat aa she produces and Im- 
ports corn and a billion pounds of oil 
cake while she exports principally 
two billion pounds of sugar, contain- 
ing no plant food of value. 

Denmark imports more wheat than 

nl'^«^*'°''"'^*'^'t^®^'^*^^ corn and 800,- 
000,000 pounds of oil cake, and ex- 
ports principally 175,000.000 pounds of 
butter, containing practically no plant 
food.

These countries that feed practical- 
ly all they raise and buy In addition 
large quantities of fertilizers and oth- 
er foodstuffs from which to produce 
sun larger amounts of manure, con 
thus make their soils richer than ever 
before, but the great agricultural 
areas of the United States are being 
steadily depleted. 

Improvement in seed. cuUlvaUon 
and crop rotation and tho addition of 
2,000,000 acres of richest black aoli 
have Increased tho average yield of 
coij;i In Illinois, but some portions of 
tho 7.000.000 acres of older corn land 
aro now producing smaller crops. 

If we repeat In the great corn bolt 
the history of land ruin in Palestine, 
in southern Europe. In Bussia and In 
tho eastom United States, where shall 
our children go for bread? lifter the 
land Is impoverished it la £oo late to 
invest In soil Improvement Poverty 
la helpless. Illinois can not afford to 
wait 25 or 50 years before adopting 
permanent systems of soil Improve- 
ment 

If we are to maintain the fertility 
of our lands we must apply limestone 
and phosphate where needed to grow 
legumes, and we must plow under the 
legumes to feed tho grain crops. This 
Is the Illlnola system for not only 
maintaining fertility, but for Increas- 
ing It Indefinitely.

They have all they will drink, twice 
a day. of good, clean water. 

Many farmers often have lame hogs 
and do not understand the cause of 
this undesirable condition. Either the 
hoga have been compelled to Ho in a 
damp bed. or. In ^ place so cold that 
they have been forced to pile up to 
Iceop warm. Either condition la likely 
to bring on rheumatism. 



As farrowing Wme approaches we 
find that it pays to be on friendly 
terms with the brood sows, for even if 
they aro given the best of food and 
care there are certain losses wo can- 
»ot prevent. 

Many hog raisers will laugh at the 
Idea of making frleuds with tho brood 
sows, but I have found ,it a paying 
proposition to go among tho sows and 
their Utters and handle them in a care- 
ful manner during the farrowing pe- 
riod and for a few days after. 

The young pigs muat have dry nests 
and the bedding should bo changed 
frequently, and lime or some other dls- 
lufectant sprinkled In the nest when 
It is cleaned. 

Many plga become Infected with dis- 
ease through their navels coming In 
contact with damp and foul nests. 

A sow ahould bo fed light rations 
during the farrowing period and for a 
few doya after, although I do not be- 
llovo in the starvation rations adtlsed 
by many wrltera and authorities. 

The feed may bo gradually increased 
for the next few days until at three 
weeks she Is giving all of the milk 
that she Is capable of producing. At 
this time the young piga should be fed 
separate from the sow, but where they 
can go in and out of the farrowing 
pen as they choose. 

Sklm-mllk, wheat' middiiuga and 
shelled corn are excellent foods for the 
young pigs at this period. 

By this method the pigs become ac- 
customed to tho change of food and 
there Is no failing away in condition 
when they are removed from the sow. 
•- In many Instances, more ©specially 
If the sows are sold. It will be beat to 
take the pigs aa soon as they como and 
remove their tusks, on both upper and 
lower Jawa. Thoa© tusks are* often 
very aharp and painful to the sow and 
will cause her to Jump up quickly 
wheu they are sucking. 

It is also the cause of aoro mouths, 
caused by the plga fighting for their 
place' at the dinner table. My expo- 
rlouce has been that the pigs from 
aged BOWS are more liable to havo 
sharp tusks than those from younger 
sows.
